
Tributes paid to 'dedicated' 
community servant Sir John

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to one of Brid- 
port’s most well-re¬ 
spected and admired 
community figures, Sir 
John Colfox, who died 
this week at the age of 
90. 

Sir John gave his name 
to Bridport’s redesigned 
secondary school in 1999 
and his family history has 
been synonymous with ed¬ 
ucation in the town for 
many decades. 

But his long list of con-

tributions to the commu¬ 
nity stretches beyond the 
school to include service 
in the Royal Navy, work as 
a local magistrate and dis¬ 
trict councillor, as well as 
a period in the prestigious 
post of High Sheriff of 
Dorset. 

He died of natural causes 
at his family home in 
Symondsbury on Saturday 
evening, surrounded by 
relatives. 

A statement from the 
family paid tribute to a 
“popular and modest man” 
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who loved the countryside 
and cared deeply for the 
land and local wildlife. 

A dedicated community 
servant, friends and col¬ 
leagues have paid tribute 
to his sense of duty and 
commitment, but also his 
humility and wit. 

The school’s Chair of 
Governors for some 18 
years, Sir John worked 
closely with teaching staff 
over many decades to en¬ 
sure the children of Brid- 
port received the very best 
education. 

His grandfather 
Thomas Alfred Colfox, a 
former Mayor of Bridport 
- helped to fund and found 
the town’s first grammar 
school in 1903, and Sir 


John became a governor in 
1957. 

When the school was 
modernised in 1999, it was 
rechristened the Sir John 
Colfox School, after one of 
its most committed sup¬ 
porters - and staff were 
among the first to pay their 
respects following the 
news of his death. 

Headteacher Kay Taylor, 
who first met Sir John in 
1994, praised his “wis¬ 
dom, insight and unwaver¬ 
ing desire” to provide 
Bridport’s young people 
with the best possible edu¬ 
cation. 

She added: “Sir John had 
a strong sense of duty and 
a belief in public service. 

“This led to his involve¬ 


ment in a number of local 
charities and events, as 
well as his support for the 
school which bears his 
name. He had a wonderful 
sense of perspective on ed¬ 
ucation policies and poli¬ 
tics, largely because he had 
seen it all before and he 
knew that new initiatives 
were often just recycled 
old ideas. 

“He very often put duty 
before personal needs, and 
we owe him a debt of grat¬ 
itude for his unwavering 
support over the years. His 
dedication and sense of hu¬ 
mour will be sorely 
missed.” 

Sir John was educated at 
Eton before joining the 
Royal Navy in 1942. After 
serving in the Mediter¬ 
ranean and the Far East, he 
was demobbed in 1946 
and returned to Dorset to 
manage his father’s 
Symondsbury estate. 

He married his wife 
Frederica, the daughter of 
Admiral Sir Victor Crutch- 
ley VC and Lady Crutch- 
ley of Mappercombe, in 
1962. 

And because their new 
home at Symondsbury 
House was not available 
until October of that year, 
they spent the early 
months of their married 
life in a fishing vessel in 
West Bay harbour. 

In an interview with View 
from Bridport in 2007, Sir 
John remembered the time 
fondly: “It was great fun, 


and we used to invite peo¬ 
ple aboard for various 
functions. I remember we 
decided to invite the West 
Bay Sea Scouts to join us 
for a weekend at sea. 

“The weather was so bad 
we never got out of the 
harbour and we ended up 
playing games on board 
instead!” 

The same year he be¬ 
came a local magistrate, 
serving the community 
until his retirement in 
1989. 

By the end of the Sixties 
he had been appointed 
High Sheriff of Dorset - 
one of the most important 
posts in the county. 

And Mayor of Bridport 
Maggie Ray, who worked 
closely with Sir John on a 
number of projects, was 
also quick to pay tribute. 

She said: “Sir John 
played a full part in com¬ 
munity life and helped 
Bridport Town Council to 
set up links with the Sir 
John Colfox School con¬ 
cerning charitable trusts 
for young people. He was 
a true gentleman who will 
be remembered for his 
kindness.” 

Sir John survives his 
wife Frederica, his five 
children, Philip, Edward, 
Charlotte, Connie and Vic¬ 
toria, and 17 grandchil¬ 
dren. 

A funeral service will be 
held at St John the Baptist 
Church in Symondsbury 
on Wednesday, July 23rd.

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Armed police siege house of knife wielding suspect 


ARMED police teams and other emergency services in 
Bridport were called into action this week, after a man 
seen wielding a sword allegedly assaulted his neighbour 
before barricading himself in his home. 

Following a drawn-out negotiation process lasting more 
than two-and-a-half hours, officers were eventually able 
to enter the property and arrest a 53-year-old man. 

In dramatic scenes, armed officers and ambulance serv-

ice personnel rushed to the bungalow in Fouracre Close 
on Friday morning, following reports of an assault. 

On arrival, the man was seen brandishing a “sharp ob¬ 
ject”, and refused to allow police to enter the house. A 
sword was later recovered from the house and police later 


confirmed this had been the object in question. 

Trained negotiators were called in to try and bring the 
situation under control, but it was a number of hours be¬ 
fore officers forced entry to the property. 

In a report of the incident, a police spokesperson said: 
“Dorset Police received a report of an incident at an ad¬ 
dress in Fouracre Close in Bridport. It was alleged that 
an assault had taken place at the scene prior to police

And residents heard 
from a string of experts, 
who offered their own ad¬ 
vice on developing busi¬ 
ness opportunities and 
community networks. 

Andrew Leppard, who 
organised the event, said 
that while councils could 
do more to support the 
growth of the town, "real 
community engagement" 
could be built from the 
ground up. 

He said: "The crucial is¬ 
sues of employment pro¬ 
tection, heritage and 
community involvement 
are all covered by national 
planning policies. 

"The district council 
could do a lot more to en¬ 
sure that these policies 
are respected - and if 
they are resistant to local¬ 
ism then there is all the 
more reason why real 
community engagement 
should be pioneered at 
grass roots level." 

He added: "Ultimately, 
Enterprise St Michael's is 
just one example of a 
market town striving to 
keep its character and en¬ 
sure a strong and inte¬ 
grated local economy, 
and this can be achieved 
by attracting the right 
kind of investment." 

One of the organisa¬ 
tion's key campaigns is to 
maintain the St Michael's 
trading estate for the ben¬ 
efit of Bridport residents - 
the group says it would 
be "damaging" to remove 
employment space with 
the local population set to 
increase significantly. 

And Senior Economics 


Lecturer Tim Crabtree, 
told the meeting the es¬ 
tate could remain a valu¬ 
able asset for the 
community. 

He said: "A trading es¬ 
tate like St Michael's can 
be lost for short-term 
profit, while its full eco¬ 
nomic potential to ex¬ 
pand employment use is 
disregarded. 

"A historic trading estate 
in the town centre is a 
great asset and has a high 
potential to attract more 
business and visitors, as 
has already been demon¬ 
strated even in the ab¬ 
sence of investment." 

After five years of cam¬ 
paigning, the local com¬ 
munity in Totnes 
succeeded in purchasing 
the Dairy Crest industrial 
site in order to develop it 
for economic, social and 
environmental benefit to 
the town. 

And project manager 
Dave Chapman advised 
Bridport residents on how 
communities can initiate 
appropriate development 
through the Transition 
Towns Network and 'Re- 
conomy'schemes. 

Frome Mayor Peter Mac- 
fadyen, who has 20 years 
of experience working for 
Comic Relief, also spoke 
to residents about ways 
to develop local commu¬ 
nity initiatives. 

Bridport Town Council 
will begin work on a 
Neighbourhood Plan for 
the area over the next few 
months, and council 
leader Sarah Williams ap¬ 
pealed for interested resi¬ 
dents to express their 
views and work closely 
with councillors to help 
formulate the plan. 


being called. When officers arrived they were refused 
entry by a male occupant who was seen brandishing a 
sharp object and appeared upset. 

“Trained negotiators spoke to the man for a number of 
hours, asking him to come out. However, he continued to 
refuse. 

“At 1:15pm, specialist public order trained officers 
forced an entry to the house and arrested a 53-year-old 
local man on suspicion of assault and a sword was recov¬ 
ered.” 

A total of 16 police officers, including five armed and 
six specialist public order officers, were alerted to the in¬ 
cident just after 10:30am, and teams were joined at 
Fouracre Close by a hazardous area response team 
(HART) ambulance soon after. 

Section Inspector Mike Darby, who was one of five 
local officers at the scene, said the man had assaulted his 
neighbour with a stick and was behaving “strangely” 
when police arrived at around 11am. 

He told View From Bridport: “When we arrived at the 
scene the suspect was acting strangely and refused to let 
officers in. 

“We engaged with the suspect for a number of hours but 
due to the fact that those engagements were not proving 
effective, we used force to gain entry to the property. 

“The man has been released on bail while police en¬ 
quiries are ongoing, and we will continue to engage with 
him and residents in the local area for their assurance.”

Stranded bus users launch 
"express' service to Yeovil 


FRUSTRATED campaigners waiting for a resolution 
to discussions over the future of the No 47 bus have 
taken matters into their own hands by launching an 
‘express’ service direct to Yeovil. 

The bus link connecting Bridport and Beaminster 
with Crewkeme and Yeovil was stopped at the end of 
June, and negotiations between service providers, the 
local transport action group and Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil are ongoing. 

But angry residents left stranded and unable to get 
to work have begun their own lift-share scheme - the 
’47 express’ - in an effort to pressure the three parties 
into a decision. 

Local campaigner Ignacio Gomez, who has been 
giving friends and colleagues a lift to Yeovil since the 
service came to an end two weeks ago, said other 
stranded residents could request a lift by logging onto 
the group’s social media page. 

Mr Gomez said: “At the moment, four of us are reg¬ 
ularly travelling during the week but we still have 
some room to receive any requests for a lift. 

“The service consists of my small car and we are a 
bit packed in, but we are making the journey every 
day safely and with diligence.” 

Measures were announced last week to enhance the 
existing No 40 college service, but problems remain 
for workers, who continue to be hampered by re¬ 
stricted timetables and face 16 weeks a year without 
a service at all. 

Campaigners hailed a partial victory for the cam-

paign, but are already planning further negotiations to 
see if a holiday service can be organised. 

In the meantime, residents will be thumbing a lift in 
order to make it to work on time - a task campaigners 
say has been made “impossible”. 

Mr Gomez added: “Apart from the four of us, we 
have given a lift to one user on Wednesday who con¬ 
tacted us via our Facebook page - ‘SAVE BUS 47’ - 
and another will be travelling with us this Thursday 
evening. 

“We are pleased to give a lift to as many people as 
we can but, of course, we can never help everyone 
who previously made use of the service. 

“With this practice example, we would like to knock 
on the door of WATAG (West Dorset Western Area 
Transport Action Group), Damory and Dorset County 
Council, and beg them to restore the service as quickly 
as possible.” 

Money donated to WATAG by an anonymous donor 
recently could be used to pay for a holiday service, 
during the 16 weeks in the year when the college serv¬ 
ice is not scheduled to run, and Damory has said it 
would be willing to operate a commercial service if 
financial backing is provided. 

But initial talks between WATAG and Damory broke 
down because of disagreement about where future 
profits would be directed. Discussions are ongoing.

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Harbour jumpers'putting lives at risk' 


THRILLSEEKERS are put¬ 
ting their lives at risk by 
jumping into the sea at West 
Bay, local authorities warned 
this week. 

Police have received a num¬ 
ber of reports of young people 
leaping from East Pier, as part 
of a practice known as ‘tomb¬ 
stoning’. 

And in a joint appeal to put 
a stop to the “dangerous” ac¬ 
tivity, police, coastguards and 
councils have called for cau¬ 
tion to prevent a serious acci¬ 
dent. 

PC Scott McGregor said 


jumpers were narrowly miss¬ 
ing boats coming in and out of 
Bridport Harbour. 

He said: “We have had sev¬ 
eral reports over the last few 
months, where concerns have 
been raised by the public 
about the activity of people 
jumping off the pier at West 
Bay. 

“On one occasion, col¬ 
leagues attended to prevent in¬ 
dividuals from putting 
themselves and boat-users in 
the harbour at risk.” 

Officers are warning that 
water can be shallower than it 


appears and that submerged 
rocks may not be visible. 

They have also highlighted 
the risk of cold waters 
and strong currents that can 
sweep swimmers away in an 
instant. 

Figures from the Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency back 
up the concerns, showing that 
seven people have been badly 
hurt in the last five years from 
‘tombstoning’ incidents in 
Dorset. 

And both coastguards and 
local councils are now rein¬ 
forcing the message to steer 


clear of the clifftops. 

Nic Lonsdale, Deputy Watch 
Manager for Portland Coast¬ 
guard, said: “Jumping from 
piers, cliffs, rocks or other 
structures into the sea can be 
very dangerous. 

“What was a deep pool 
at lunchtime might be a shal¬ 
low puddle by teatime due 
to tidal conditions and you 
do not know what other haz¬ 
ards might be under the sur¬ 
face. 

“According to the Coast¬ 
guard database, there have 
been 20 deaths and 76 serious 


injuries caused by ‘tombston¬ 
ing’ in the UK since 2005.” 

Councillor Robert Gould, 
Leader of West Dorset District 
Council, added: “Bridport has 
a very active harbour with 
boats moving in and out on a 
regular basis. 

“We strongly advise people 
against this activity as it is 
both irresponsible and poten¬ 
tially dangerous.” 

Members of the public who 
wish to report an incident 
along the coastline are advised 
to call 999 and ask for the 
Coastguard.

'Pilgrims' march across South West 


A GROUP of activists, co-operative 
farmers and artists have set off on a 
unique pilgrimage to help build new 
community networks across the 
South West. 

The ‘pilgrims’ left Plymouth Har¬ 
bour on Thursday (July 10th) and are 
due to arrive at the Tolpuddle Mar¬ 
tyrs’ Festival this weekend to com¬ 
plete the first ever ‘Tolpuddle 
Pilgrimage’. 

The 10-day walking festival, or¬ 
ganised by Bridport resident Jonny 
Gordon-Farleigh, marks the 180th 
anniversary of the arrests in 1834 of 
the Tolpuddle Martyrs - the farm 


workers who rallied against poor 
working conditions and pay cuts in 
the 19th century. 

Mr Gordon-Farleigh came up with 
the idea as a way to build a network 
for all who are active in transitioning 
their communities, and to encourage 
others to think about ways they can 
create social change. 

He said: “We live in a period of po¬ 
litical urgency and crisis, and it 
seems you would have to be quite 
contrarian to suggest that by slowing 
down we can actually speed up so¬ 
cial change. 

“In this networked age we see ideas 


and innovations go viral but wonder 
why this is not reproduced in the real 
world.” 

The walk began on the steps of Ply¬ 
mouth Harbour, where the martyrs 
returned from Australia after a three- 
year public campaign - including 
mass protest and an 800,000-signa¬ 
ture petition delivered to Parlia¬ 
ment - led to their pardon. 

And walkers will this week make 
their way along footpaths and stop at 
innovative projects along the way, 
such as School Farm Community 
Supported Agriculture (CSA) in 
Dartington, in Devon, that is helping

to make the food system more re¬ 
silient, reducing reliance on fossil 
fuels and rebuilding communities. 

Mr Gordon-Farleigh added: 
“Along the route we will be taking 
part in work-afternoons like ‘weed 
and feed’, and will share stories and 
strategies of social change from 
community to community. 

“We will also be supporting local 
initiatives - energy co-ops, credit 
unions, community food projects - 


that are part of relocalising our eco¬ 
nomic systems in response to peak 
oil, climate change and financial col¬ 
lapse. 

“And we are still crowdsourcing 
relevant events and local campaigns 
to support along the route like living 
wage campaigns and start-up com¬ 
munity farms.” 

Local artists and performers will 
also take part in the pilgrimage, with 
some donating specially-commis¬ 


sioned pilgrimage markers to be 
placed permanently along the route. 

Local trade union branches, co-op¬ 
eratives, transition initiatives, land- 
workers, church groups, environ¬ 
mentalists and anyone else who 
wants to support these new commu¬ 
nities are invited and encouraged to 
join the pilgrimage, even for a day 
walk. The pilgrims are scheduled to 
arrive at Tolpuddle Festival on Sat¬ 
urday (July 19th).

Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week, one of the sum¬ 
mer's most popular events in the South 
West, kicks off this Saturday (July 19th). 

And organisers at the Lyme Regis and Char- 
mouth RNLI Guild are determined to make 
the week's programme bigger, brighter and 
better than ever before. There's something for 
everyone - from the gripping excitement of 
mouse racing to the spectacular displays of 
the RAF's Red Arrows and Falcons parachute 
team. 

A highlight of the first day will be a welcome 
display by the Lyme Regis RNLI lifeboat which 
it's hoped will be joined by the latest lifeboat 
to in the RNLI fleet, the Shannon class vessel 
from nearby Exmouth (see page 20). Both 
lifeboats will be joined by the coastguard hel¬ 
icopter from Portland for a rescue exercise. 

The popular bathtub race is a feature of 
Sunday and the Falcons will be dropping in 
later. Before the parachutists arrive the 
lifeboat crew will be cooking up a barbecue 
on the harbour slipway. 

There's plenty for the family on Monday, in¬ 
cluding the popular crab fishing contest for 
children.

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The RNLI's latest state of the art lifeboat is to make a 
guest appearance during Lyme Regis Lifeboat Week. 
The Shannon class vessel, named "R. and J. Welburn" 
only recently arrived at the lifeboat station in Ex¬ 
mouth and became operational on May 22nd. 

She is the first Shannon class lifeboat to be based 
in the South West and only the second in the UK and 
Ireland. 

"R. and J. Welburn" is propelled by water jets in¬ 
stead of propellers and is capable of a speed of 25 
knots, significantly faster than the Mersey and Tyne 
classes of all weather lifeboat.

ITALIA, at the corner of Coombe 
Street and Monmouth Street, is a 
recent addition to Lyme's growing 
family of restaurants and it has im¬ 
mediately become one of the 
town's best - attracting not only 
enthusiastic local diners but other 
local restaurateurs too. 

As their name indicates, the 
owners Phaedra and Franco 
Spinelli, are Italian and their an¬ 
tecedence is obvious in the su¬ 
perbly-cooked, traditional classic 
dishes. 

The wide range of 16 pizzas [in¬ 
cluding the calzones] is impressive 
and the pizzas are thoroughly au¬ 
thentic; the base is clearly hand¬ 
made, not suspiciously-perfectly- 
circular [often a telltale sign of 
coming out of a packet], the right 
blend of soft and bite, and the top¬ 
pings are delicious and also clearly 
handmade. 

The pastas are just as tradition¬ 
ally delicious - among them the 
spicy penne all'arrabbita, linguine 
with basil pesto, green beans, sun- 
dried tomatoes and pine nuts, 
tagliatelle with mushrooms and 
onions in a white wine and cream 


sauce, genuinely-ltalian lasagne 
and fillet of salmon with a herb 
crust and Limoncello sauce. 

Italia also offers a selection of 
specials which change daily, and a 
very good selection of Italian 
beers. The wine list is excellent and 
it includes that rarely-found prince 
of Italian wines, the Amarone. The 
Grappa is also highly recom¬ 
mended. 

The service is good, prompt, po¬ 
lite and unobtrusive and it's a nice 


touch that chef Franco does what 
the great Italian Carluccio does at 
his Covent Garden restaurant, cir¬ 
culates among the tables mid¬ 
meal for a friendly chat. 

Interestingly, among Italia's re¬ 
views on Trip Advisor - of which 
81% recommend the place - is a 
comment from a woman who said 
that her Italian partner reckoned 
the Lyme newcomer to be 'the 
most authentically-ltalian meal 
that he had ever tasted in Britain'.
